THE CENSORSHIP MENACE. 

The only justifiable use of a press censorship is in 
war, to keep the enemy from obtaining information 
of military value. A press censorship in peace is a 
malign but usually futile device of despotism to pro- 
tect itself from the just criticism and wrath of out- 
raged people. 

It has no place in a democracy, yet the Sterling 
bill, which has passed the Senate, provides that a 
publication advocating revolutionary force or sabotage 
may be excluded from the mails by the arbitrary 
dictum of the postal authorities. 

We yield to none in detestation of anarchy, class 
tyranny, sabotage and all their works. We are dis- 
cussing the right method of dealing with lawless 
propaganda. We are pleading for orderly processes 
of law against the advocates of force on both sides 
of the issue. 

The danger in such legislation lies in the great 
power it places in the hands of a governmental de- 
partment to restrain the free play of public opinion 
and free discussion of governmental acts and poli- 
cies. The temptation to abuse official power of this 
kind is almost irresistible on the part of a public 
official. The use of the power grows with its exercise 
and the increasing fear of owners and editors of 
publications that it may be directed against them on 
account of legitimate criticism. The abuse of the 
power is a greater menace to free government than 
revolutionary propaganda, because revolutionary 
propaganda can only be effective in public opinion 
and is easily met and overcome by free discussion. 
The abuse of power, however, to restrain criticism 
and free discussion results in the strengthening of 
revolutionary propaganda, which will rage under- 
ground if freedom of speech is suppressed. All of 
Germany's military power exerted to the utmost could 
not stop the publication and underground distribu- 
tion of Free Belgium and the best the Czar’s host of 
police spies and rigid censorship could do was to 
fill Siberian prison camps with exiles and Russia 
with revolutionists, who finally plunged that un- 
happy country into the most brutal revolution in 
history. 

The bill provides for an appeal to the Federal 
courts in behalf of suppressed publications, but that, 
after the arbitrary suppression, is a mockery of jus- 
tice. The better way, the American way, is to give 
offenders under anti-propaganda laws, if we must 
have them, a fair trial in the courts.

Mr. Bryan’s position with respect to the peace 
treaty is cordially approved by Mr. Taft, who says it 
is “full of common sense.” The former President 
also remarks that “no one can say that Mr. Bryan is 
not as sincere an advocate of international peace as 
President Wilson.” 

Sincerity is a noble attribute. Confucius defined it 
as the “way of heaven.” West joins with East in 
accepting that definition. And the sincerity of Mr. 
Bryan, as estimated in Mr. Taft's gratuitous compari- 
son, will be conceded. But sincerity, to be truly 
serviceable, must be accompanied by other qualities 
of mind.

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REVOLUTIONIZING TROLLEY TRANSIT. 

A plan to buy its traction system for $31,000,000 
haying been defeated by the voters of Detroit a few 
months ago, largely on account of the excessive price, 
Mayor Couzens will ask approval at the April elec- 
tion for a $15,000,000 bond issue to build a city sys- 
tem of nearly 200 miles. A part of it will occupy im- 
portant streets on which franchises long ago expired 
and the rest streets where the need of new lines js 
very urgent. 

If given sanction the plan will inaugurate the larg- 
est, most ambitious experiment in municipal opera- 
tion yet made by any American city. The interest 
attaching to it on that account, however, will be far 
surpassed by its significance as an experiment in an- 
other direction. A double departure is contemplated 
which, if successful, will revolutionize not only pre- 
vailing standards in control, but the methods which 
have been accepted for a quarter of a century as 
embodying the very latest and most economical sys- 
tems of operation. 

It is proposed, in short, to scrap the trolley and all 
its costly appurtenances and accessories and substi- 
tute a type of street cars equipped with internal com- 
bustion motor, which Henry Ford's experts have been 
perfecting for months past. 

The unknown quantity in the problem is the per- 
formance of the new cars in large numbers under 
the actual conditions that must be met in handling 
great volumes of traffic in crowded streets. But the 
results of tests extending over long periods with 
omnibuses equipped with similar motors are known. 
Such cars as have already been completed have 
been subjected to severe ordeals. Exhaustive calcu- 
lations show an operating cost per car mile of about 
6 per cent less than that of the trolley. With over- 
head cost figured the same as with the trolley—it 
would, of course, be considerably Jess with no costly 
aerial equipment and power houses needed—a saving 
of more than $900,000 as compared with the trolley is 
shown on the average number of cars required by a 
system with the mileage of the one proposed.

The case with which San Francisco took the 
Democratic National Convention away from 
both St. Louis and Kansas City emphasizes an 
alarming tendency upon the part of Missourians 
to lay down at the first sign of opposition.

The courage 
of these men, characteristic of Missourians in 
the new West, so emboldened all the whites, 
says the historian, that the whole caravan 
formed for action and announced to the In- 
dians that if they wanted the mules they would 
have to fight for them. The Indians thought 
better of it, and thanks to the spirit of a few 
Missourians, whose like often put heart into 
the breast of the pioneer struggling against 
fearful odds, the redmen finally rode into the 
north. It is from that proud estate, to which 
there is testimony without end, that we have 
come in Missouri. We are afraid to make our 
farmers pay their share of the taxes. We are 
afraid to take up the cudgel for education in 
a State now runnnig in thirty-second place. We 
are afraid to defy the political bosses and res- 
cue the State from ignorance and unworthiness. 
We are afraid to take in hand our rantanker- 
ous Senator Reed, who needs disciplining worse 
than anybody else in our public life. Feint at 
us, and we fall back. From the bulls of the 
Western wood, one time marveled at by less 
courageous men from all over the East, we 
have come in Missouri to be afraid of our own 
shadows. Fight for the Democratic National 
Convéntion? Why, we have no fight left in us.

If you think that opportunity Is getting stale, go to a night school. 
If you know how to read and write, you needn't stay long. You can 
get a pretty good course in a night school in just 10 seconds. 

You will find there grown men and grown women who work 
all day, and work hard; probably harder than you ever worked in your 
life. But when the day’s work is done they wash up, put on the 
best clothes they’ve got and hurry to their college. 

There they learn to read and write, something about arithmetic,
